Training Courses for Teachers of German. 

With the Cooperation of the German Alliance of the State of Indiana, 
a Training School for Teachers of German will be conducted at Indiana 
University during the First half of the Summer term, beginning Thursday, 
June 20, and ending Tuesday, July 30. The work will be given in con- 
nection with the Summer courses in German, and will be in Charge of 
Professor Max Griebsen, Director of the National German-American Teach- 
ers' Seminary of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, with the assistance of J. H. 
Henke, Supervisor of German at Evansville. 

Both the theoretical and the practical sides of the subjeet will reeeive 
attention, the former in the course on Methods of Teaching Modern Lang- 
uages, the latter in the model classes to be organized in First and Second 
Year German. 

This work will be supplemented by the regulär collegiate and grad- 
uate courses of the Summer School.
